MEMPHIS. 
REJECTED PAYSICIANS AND NURSES. 
Special Piaspatc’ to Tre Tr dune. 

LoumviILLe, Sept. 9.—Dr. W. T. Ramsey, Dr. 
fr. P. Pease, and Mies Alzie Wallace, of the 
company of physicians and nurtes who went 
from Washington to Memphis last week, re 
turned yesterday morning to L ouisville, on 
their way home. Dr. Ramsey, ‘who was the 
physician in charge, states that he and the two 
others named were rejected by the Howards for 
the reason that they were not acclimated, the 
authorities having determived to force unaccli- 
mated persons to leave the city. 

Drs. Kamsey and Pease say the horrors of 
the scourge in the doomed city are not half 
told by the newspapers. A walk or a 
ride through any streets of th: city re- 
veals the scene of death at almost 
every step, while the stench frona rotting 
bodies is most loathsome, the number of unat- 
tended cases being so numerous that many are 
found daily only by tracing up the scent till 
its source is reached, and then it is often the 
case that three or four dead bodies 

Ske FOUND IN ONE KOOM. 
He said one cause of the increased mortality in 
the city was the daily visit of the negroes and 
poor whites from the country, and those who 
have taken refuge there. They come to the 
city for rations and supplies. They are quickly 
stricken down with the fever and crawl off to 
some vacant house or shanty to die unattended. 
These doctors served one day under the How- 
ards, and say they visited over 100 patients each 
during that time. 

ONLY ONE CASE IN SIX REPORTED. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 9.—Dr. O. D. Bar- 
tholomew, in writing here from Memphis, gives 
the following startiing statement: * Things 
are fearful here. Wherever you see 100 new 
vases reported by the papers vou can be sure it 
should be 600. Very few of the physicians have 
time to fool away making reports, and from 
this fact arose the idea that the disease was so 
terribly fatal. All deaths are reported by the 
undertakers, but very few of the cases get into 
print. Ihonestly believe there are not less 
than 2,000 cases of yellow fever here. I believe 
three out offour recover. Everybody has got 
it. I frequently find four or fivé cases in 
oue house, sometimes in oneroom. The doc- 
tors are working hard, but bundreds of people 
die without having been able:to get a physi- 
cian.’’ 

MORE AND MORE DESPERATE. 

MemPuis, Tenn., Sept. 9.—The condition of 
our city grows more desperate every hour. Of 
the new cases it is useless longer to keep count. 
Whole families are stricken down within a few 
hours, and the callfor uursesis greater than 
can be supplied. Yesterday there were about 
100 deaths aud 300 new cases, and to-day, up to 
noon, seventy deaths are reported, and the 
death rate to-day will probably exceed that of 
any previous day. 

Among the deaths reported this morning are 
Dr. E. CU. Slater, pastor of the First Methodist 
Church; Sister Catherine, of St. Mary’s Epis- 
copal Church; M. Costello, William A. Budd, 
Jacob Loeb, Dr. Nelson, and Harry W. Fergu- 
son, who died at Camp Joe Williams. 

THE LONGEST YET. 

‘To-day the mortuary report 1s the largest of 
any day since the fever appeare@, the under- 
takers reporting 112interments, of which twenty- 
four were colored people. Among the number 
are Maj. J. C. Thrail; Thomas Hood, a volun- 
teer telegraph operator from Philadeiphia; the 
Rey. D. R. Rosebury. of the Bartlett Circuit 
M. E. Church; N. Gibson; Sister Constance, 
Superior of the Sisters of St. Mary Episcopal; 
Parel Cune, and 8. P. Going, of Little Rock. 
who bad been the missing sick. A sun of ex- 
Mayor William Park died at the Howard Ip- 
firmary. 

NEW CASES. 

Forty-five new cases were reported by resident 
physicians. Among those taken down to-day 
are Barney Hughes, Hiram Gage, P. C. Mader 
and wife, F. Prewitt, and Charles Morrigon, 
druggist. His partner, Mr. Humes, is dying. 

Fred Cole, an active member of the Howard 
Association, died late this evening. His wife 
and child are sick with the fever. 

HOSPITAL BSTABLISHED. 

The Howards have established, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Lewis Bryan, of Houston; Tex., a 
hospital for the care of physicians and nurses, 
many of whom are falling. Dr. Bryan will give 
to this institution a distinctive Texas feature, 
by employing Texas physitians and nurses, so 
far as the interests of the institution will admit. 
‘Texans and others who desire to contribute to 
the support of this institution can do so by for- 
warding contnbutions to the howard Associa- 
tion specifying the purpose. 

SIMPLY FRIGHTFUL. 

The physicians of the Howard corps report 
411 new cases for the past twenty-four hours. 
They state the situation of the city is simply 
frightiul. Thev find more sick than they can 
attend to. 

in the Seventh, Eighth. Nioth, and Tenth 
Wards, the most thickly-settled portions of the 
city, there is not a single drug store open, and 
great difficulty is experienced in getting pre- 
scriptions filled.

Mempuis, Sept. &—We are threatened here 
witn another danger. So many negroes frum 
the country bave quame in UDduLN us to draw ra- 
tions from the commissary that the rations are 
beiug rapidly exhausted. It was found neces- 
sary to cease the issurance of rations until it 
can be ascertained who of the negroes are act- 
ual residents of the ¢ity, and who of them nave 
sickness in their families, as the rations are 
only intended foy families who have sick, in- 
digent inemobers. . ln consequence of tits deter- 
mination on the part of the managers, mutter- 
ings of discontent amd threats were prevalent 
among the blacks, ami a much stronger guard 
has beeu placed arownd the commissary buila- 
ing. The fields in the interior are white with 
cotton ready for @athering, and a good 
price is offered by planters for cotton-pickers, 
with pienty wholesome food and healthy 
atmosphere, yet the Diacks prefer to 
draw rations here and hive in indolence 
to feed the fever. There are some brave white 
men left here yet, and we may have some trou- 
ble with the blacks. Probabiv another Siege ot 
Lucknow. Who will be our rescuers in such an 
event! God forbid that such a calamity should 
befall us. It wouid. be terribly awful to have to 
firht a plague and a semi-barbarian horde at the 
same time.

A MEMPHIS CAMP—NO WOMEN SAVED—SHAME 
TO THE: DOOTORS—THREATS TO SACK THE 
TOWN. 

Louisville Courter-Journal, Sept. 9. 

‘Lhe followimg letter Irom a promment citizen 
of Memphis to a commercial huuse in this city 
is excvedingly interesting, and contains some 
facts and topics we bave not seen elsewhere: 

Caurpdo WiLLiaMs, 4 MILB Sou'rn, Sept. 1— 
Midaigzut. Messrs. Cornwall & Bro.: We have 
had a trying and desperate fight with the fever at 
this camp, out | bevin tofcel we aave conquered. 
You can torm no idea of the distress. Women in 
child-bvirth, surrounded by little ones, quartered 
in Leuts, see one by ond pass from their sicht on to 
the hospital, thence tu fhe grave. Sook the babe 
is born, yellow as gold: the mother limgers a few 
days, and then she, the last of the household, is 
put under the ground. We save no women who 
are altacked. Such as are pregnant, muiecarry ; 
others, when attacked, bave premature hemorrhage 
before the regular monthly period, aad there ie no 
cure forsuch.

I1 have ureed the <ommuttee to call 
upon the Governor to ertadlish marwual law, build 
warehouses at points accessibie to railroads, guard 
tnacm, remove all provisions from the city, and 
then let starvation and disease do their legitimate 
work. These are no times for sentiment on the 
part of the brave, worn-oat Citizens’ Committee.

SICKNESS AND EXTREME POVERTY. 

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—During tne present 
sickness ipstances are related where the sick, 
dying, and agead were all found lying in one 
room, in some cases without a sheet to cover 
them, and not a single attendant about the 
house. In ove room eight were found in one 
bed; in another a little child was discovered 
dving, lying between its father aud mother, who 
were fast asleep. Poor, weak, exhausied hu 
manity bad utterly broxen down here, despite 
ail paternal affection. Save these three there 
was not another soul about the house. The 
fever, except in families where it has bad for 
some time a firm footiag—and when it once 
crosses the threshold of a house it is very sure 
io go through it—is stil) for the most part con- 
fined to the tamilies of the poor and destitu-e. 
Among the lower classes.of Europeans, where 
want gind filth must abound, it is ex- 
tremely tatal. The Jtalians, who as a race 
are difficult to manage, sick or well, seem to 
have suffered particularly. The better class of 
our population are usually the last attacked by 
the fever at tne viose of its career, which is 
sometimes milder and sometimes more fatal, 
tor it seems occas Onaily to despise being regular 
in this as in uther things.

PIANO PLAYING. 

The nuisance of piano playing in the fashion- 
able quarters, greatly to the distress of the sick, 
has been vigorously ‘assailed by tbe press, with 
marked resuit. In several instances the attacks 
suvored strongly of personality, and the effect 
was immediate. 

TWO DISTINCT TYPES. 

There appear to be two distinct types of the 
disease, ove so mild that’ convalescence 1s but 
the question of a.few days, and another, a 
raging fire which consygpes, particularly tne 
young, within forty-eight hours. Both of these 
types are manifest in nearly every family at 
tacked, and while some require scarcely any 
treatment, others are swathed in sheets satu- 
rated with warm water, apd vigorously fanned 
for a8 many as twenty-four hours. Of 1v0 chil- 
dren treated iu this manner, not one has yet 
died, and the average temperature bas been re- 
duced from 103 45-5 to 10Ldeg. In every instance 


| physicians state that death would have ensued 


within twenty-four hours from heat alone, and 
to this is atiributed the great mortality among 
children which characterized the inception of the 
epidemic. 
BUSINESS Af A STANDSTILL. 
Vrrespondence Cincannat Guzette, 

NEW yi BEANS, Sept. 4.--Canal street, the 
Broadway ot New Orleans, is the only thorough- 
tare that presents anything like ap appearance 
of life. EKven here the sbowing at its best is 
sombre enough. It is much as though shad- 
owed with a veri*tabie pall. The large and fash- 
ionable stores are almost wholiy bereft of their 
customers. The few remaining clerks are 
lounging listlessly about, gloomy and dejected, 
and sadly in want of something todo. ‘There is 
vo fashionable crowd, nobody in want of fash- 
ionable guoods. The throngs of well-dressed 
ladies have ali disappeared. ‘They have given 
place to women singly or in 
couples. The women are sober and 
thoughtful; they are almost invariably im 
piain attire, and far too frequently, alas! they 
are seeu in mourving. Tbhev are upon the street 
evidently because of a necessity rather than 
trom chuice;, they may want a Iew articles of 
need, possibly something in biack. The men are 
neitber in crowds por in aburry. There are po 
longer any groups of idlers at the street corver. 
Every ove that is able, seemingly, carries an 
umbrella. It is now that the air is het, it is, on 
the contrary, deadedly coo!. There is none the 
less a scorching sun. Its rays just now are con- 
sidered as peculiarly dangcrous. There are also 
frequent avd dashing showers. One has a dread 
of getting wet. The umbrella ts raised at every 
There is no jostling, no loud talking, 
no show Of any bustle. 

STAGNATION AND GLOOM. 

The people—they are but few and scattered, 
at most—pas along soberly and quietly. Canal 
street is the general ceutre for ali of the Various 
hues of street cars. Evervbody, from no mat- 
ter what part of the city, is put out bere. No 
one thinks just now of walking who can pay ior 
aride. Ihe cars withal have but lew passengers. 
mney come apd go with their accustomed regn- 
jarity. but they come and go comoaratively 
emoty. ‘The ocople, as evidebt. save vi a stern 
necessity, remam at home. They are not to 
be seen most certainly even upon Canal street. 
Here is the ope avenur of al) 
others, too, for the fashionabie drives. There 
are pnupe of the usual tancy turnout to 
we met. There ean be vo driving fur pleasure 
under the shaaews of pestilence. The one 
thing wbich casts the final gloom is the appear- 
ance of the long and weil nigh continuous lines 
of funeral processions. Canal street is the 
thoroughiare leading to the principal city ceme- 
tertes. From tie turnings at the Various cross 
streets the dread cavalicades of death are almust 
eonstantiy tling in. They tate the corners 
from every quarter; they wind their long and 
smuous Way,—the silent march of the dead,—so

n. Every one looks ivstinctrveiy, with bated 
breath; every vuc sees and recognizes the 
token; every une asks of himseif, Who's turn 
uext! 
DBATH IN THE AIK. 
One feels the certamy that there is pestilence 


2 and death in the ve very air that he breathes. [le | 
realizes that the spores of the dread disease are 
in his every vein; that his bioed is becoming 
the more vitiated with his every breath. He 
sees and feeis it all unmistakably enough in 
nore Ways than one. He experiences a general 
and overpowering sense of lassttude ani indis- 
position to exertion; a letting down, as it were, 
of both the physical and mental forces. He 
recognizes a stillness in his joints; is affected 
as if with a cold in the back of the neck: bas 
light shooting pains betimes in bis bones. He 
feels a strange, chiily sensation: he is not ex- 
actly old, but there isan unaccountable absence 
of anything like the natura! bodily warwth; 
a cold, clammy perspiration on his brow; a 
strange sense of compression, much as it 
bandaged, with a dull, leaden feeling in the 
head. he avoids instinctively anythiug in the 
way of a drait. draft, too, at times has a 
wonderfully strange effect. The party is sit- 
ting, perchance, at midday in the open doorway. 
le isin agentie perspiration, and feels com- 
paratively well. The sun on the outside is 
giving off a heat that is fairly brofing im its 
intensity. There come from out the sunshine a 
sudden draftof air. It comes much as the 
breath of the monsoon, of which a'l have read. 
ltvishke untothe blast of a furnace, it is so 
strangely hot anddry. It may be said to fairly 
scurch—to burn up, as it were, one’s very 
breath. It produces, nove the less, uvaccount- 
able as it may seem, asense of cold. ft burns 
upon the surface; it strikes a chill with. 
in. Que gets up instinctively and 
either closes or gets away from the 
deer. He as instinctively, perhaps, 
auu puts on a heavier coat. ‘The breath of hot 
air has dried up the perspiration... A copious 
perspiration is nature’s only source of relict 
from the terrible poison in the biood. One 
must. needs keep up tbe perspiration, or offe 
must beeds lie down for a course of fever, pds- 
sibly to die. 


: WARNING OF THE DISEASE. 

With the least stoppage of the perspiration 
comes tae premongivn of a chill, and a chill 
is but the precurpr of the fever to follow. 
One’s only sense of safety, as well as one’s 
onlv sense of comfort, depends upon the sense 
o! perspiration. He is not troubled at any 
time save in an actual fever with a2 excess of 
heat. He wears nis usual winter clothing 
even Without the siigatest inconvenience. He 
is perhaps admonisned so to do as & matter of 
precaution. He wust rapire or be cannot be 
tree from a sense of cold, and a sense of coid is. 
a sense of danger. lie shrinks from every 
possible contact of alr upon bis person: be may 
no” permit the rays of the sun Ww peuctrate his 
clothing. The one chilis the perspiration, the 
other dries it up. 

tie is most corafortable when so covered with 
woolen as to be guarded against either. He 
waiks a few squares, peruaps, ia a broiling sun. 
He does nut experience iu bis person any addi- 
Lional warmth; there is still the same wunac- 
countadie absence of bedilv heat. He is at the 
same time powerfuliy and strangely affected in 
his bead; much, perbaps, as in a case of pariial 
sunstroke. There is a feeling as if crowd- 
ed down, as if the head were = circied 
in a band and were being compressed 
from without; a dull whirring seusatwn in the 
cars. He turns the corner, or reaches the shade 
of the veranda, dizzy and confused. You will 
see him not infrequently leaning against the 
iriendly wall, or holding to a post with the one 
hand and pressing his forehead with the other, 
as though partially dazed. 

The night setties down with an unaccountable 
gloom. ‘The streets at an early hour are almost 
entirely deserted. The air ig peculiarly heavy 
and close. One recognizes it as fairly loaded 
with malarial poison. Nobody cares to be out 
that can wellavoid mw. One may walk, as early 
as 9 o’clock, upon apy of the principal thor- 
oughiares other than Canal street tor a dozen 
squares and not mcet a siugie soul save the po- 
liceman on bis rounds. The dvors and window- 
shutters at even this eariv hour are carefully 
closed. 

PROOFS OF PESTILENCE. 

Those that mark the exceotious here and 
there may be counted iu the Cistunce, even, as 
haying an ominous look. You will be mcre than 
likely on approaching to see the waxun tapers, 
the silent watchers, and the sbruuded form, to 
sce the proois of Lue pestilence betore you. Yuu 
go to your room sober and tuought{ul. lt has 
been open perbaps the whole of the dav to the 
sup avd the wil. phere is none the icss a 
sense of closeness and oppression, and you feel 
a strange, a Jeaden dampness and ebill. You 
close at once every avenue for a drait; you are 
uiraid of the very, air ot Heayea, yeu fee) that 
ft is laden with the germs ot death. Yoa re lire 
to bed with enough of coveriug for a winter’s 
night. You are comparatively comiortable, can 
sleep only (f vot percRauce too vervous) When 
you have succeeded in getting up a guod per- 
spiration. There isthustirough aj! the long, long 
wearv days and the stili Wearier pigots aconstant 
battle as it were tur life. One can teel and re- 
alize the stragg@ie that is constantly going on in 
his system: the struggic as betwecn nature aad 
the tel] destroyer. He sees his tnenJs dropping 
day by dav and on every side. He is calicd 
upon to aid them in their sickness, to follow 
them to their graves. 

Turn as be may, and he sees and hears but of 
the dead and the dyitg, while all around him, 
In couptiess Dumbers, are the prostrate s.ck 
and the terrible suffering and want that follow 
in train. He may not give way .to any sense of 
fear and depression: be must guard bis berves 
as he would guard Ins life: be must take such 
—_ vi, must make such a fight fur, and do the 

best he can for himself and bis loved ones con- 
fided to his Keeping; he must give his attention 
next to lus tnends and their feilow-sufferers ‘pn 
kind; he must be prepared, if need be, for the 
worst that may come. 
WHERE WILL IT END! 

God only knows where it ail mav end, or who 
may live to teil the tale. Bv far the worst we 
fear has yet tocome. Therecan be no change 
for the betver until after a frost, and the air 
meantime must become necessarily but the more 
laden with the dread infection. Mhe mental 
and vbvsical strain, too, becomes more and 
more unbearable trom day to day. The chord 
that is thus terribly and constantly strained 
must give way at last. Those that have beld 
up, that have fought the dread disease with the 
stoutest hearts, that have aided the dying and 
cared for the dead, must Sooner or iater be 
forced to succumb. 

With the continuation of the epidemic week 
after week there must falla better and nobler 
class of victims. New Orleans, prostrate be- 
neath the scourge, is showing herself in her 
noblest colors. Her people, much as we may 
have condemned her past, poltticaliv, are prov- 
ing themselves of the stuffof which true beroes 
are made. Braver and truer men than those 
orgauized under the Howard Association do not 
live. 1 know of the borrors of this terribic 
scourge as under my own cyes; and 1 know of 
my own knowledge of tueir work in hand. They 
are doing 1t wita a nobleness and fearlessness 
that commends itself to a Christian people. 
They deserve, and have need of, ail, and more 
than ali, the encouragement and aid they may 
secure. The Peabody Association, too, must 
need care for the convalescents, Lor the starving 
thousands, and want aod famine, as ali Know, 
must follow in the wake of a pestilence. May 
God aid them one and all, and mey God save 
the dead and the dyimg.

THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
has, since Saturday noon, disposed of 3,000 
tickets to the officials’ and employes’ picnic, all 
of which means $1,500 that will go to swell the 
contridutions to the yellow: fever sufferers. 

A remittance of $173 was sent from the 
Mayor’s office yesterday to the Howards at 
Vicksburg. The money sent out up to date 
from this disbursing point in the City-Hall is 
$506.75. Outside of the $173 which went yes- 
terday, the sum includes $152 which has been 
sent to New Orleans, and $241.75 which has been 
sent to Memphis, $90 of the iast-vamed sum 
being a special contribution to one of the church 
congregations there. The subscriptions yester- 
day were $5 from Adoiph Moses aud $25 from 
the proprietors of the Alhambra. 

THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. - 

Dr. De Wolf is by no means inactive. On the 
contrary, be is taking every precaution against 
a possible communication of the disease by 
means of refugees’ baggage, is attending sup- 
posed cases, observing the symptoms and treat- 
ing them accordingiy, and, in short, is doing 
everything that a public officer charged with 
such important trusts could do. In bis Sunday 
trips around the city, looking up the retugees 
who arrived that day from St. Louis, be had ao 
opportunity to more closely observe the con- 
dition of the streets. The resuit of that ob- 
servation was not faydrable to the cleanliness 
of Chicago’s thorougnfares, and he ac- 
cordingly beld a consultation With the Mayor 
yesterday morning, in which he showed 
the necessity for greater attention to this mat- 
ter on the part of the Dopartmen® of Public 
Works. The Mayor readily saw the importance 
of the suggestion, and ordered Supt. Wilson 
to puton an additional force of men in the 
street-cleaning department. lhe rains \ester- 
day, of course, increased the amount of mud in 
the streets, aud, consequently, the work that 
will have to. be done iv removingit. For the 
last two weeks teams haye been worked night 
and day inthe alleys, removing the accumula- 
tions of ashes, dirt, and garbage, and if people 
discover anv refuse matter whicd has been over- 
looked they are requested to report it at once 
either at the Heaith Office or the office of the 
street-cleaning department. 

SOUTHERN BAGGAGE. 

Dr. DeWolf bas also had several talks with 
Dr. Rauch, who considers the idea of detaining 
baggage for disinfection an exceedingly good 
onée,—vastly better, in fact, than ordering the 
Sheriffs of the border counties in the State to 
seize the same in transit and subject the owners 
thereof to vexatious delays in the midst of 
their journeyiogs. What will be done, there- 
fore, will be to detain bagwage from the Svuth 
which reaches Chicagu, fumigate it thoroughly, 
and then return it to its owners, most of woom 
make Chicago their objective point. and who 
will thereiore not be annoyed by the brief delay 
to which they will be subjected in getting bold 
of their baggage after its arrival here. 
The ftumigating process does no harm 
to trunks or their contents, and every- 
thing is returned in as good condition 
as it is taken,—better, in fact, considering 
the eradicating effects of the thorough fumiga- 
tion on the contagion which may bave lurked 
within it. The ratlroad authorities have afford- 
ed Dr. Ve Wolf every gy for carrying out 
his precautionary plans. Through tickets to 
this citv via Louisville have been witaudrawn 
temporarily, and Southerners from the infected 
districts buy their tickets to Louisvilic, stay 
there if they choose, and, if they decide to come 
further north, purchase tickets from that point 
to the desired haven. The three routes to this 
city from the South, excepting those which are 
protected by the quarantive at Cairo and M. 
Louis, are the Kankakee Line, the Pan-Handle 
route, and the Chicago, Danville & Vinceunes. 
Ur. De Woill received authority yesterday from 
the officers of these lines to inspect al! baggage 
arriving from Louisville and below, together with 
letters to the baggage-masters at the three 
depots directing them to allow the doctor or his 
representatives to seize, detain, examine, and, 
if necessary, fumigate ail such baggage. Ar- 
rangemecuts have also been made with the omni- 
bus peoole by which incoming baggage on 
these roads from Louisville, or poimts velow, 
will not be re-checked to other points on the 
train, passengers being required to call for it at 
the omaibus office in person. By this means, it 
cannot pass throughly the city or g@# to any place 
within the city until after it has been thorough- 
ly treated with burning sulphur. As for disin- 
iecting clothing, taat 1s deemed hardly necesary, 
for the reason that by the time areiuvee arrives 
here all the contagion that may have been in his 
wearing apparel will, from contact with the air, 
have been driven out, and fumigation would 
pe uscless. In many cases the reiugees who 
have come to Chicago save cast off their home- 
wlotnes at some city on the line, bought new 
ones, and appeared as fresh and briclt as any- 
body possibly could who was aretugee. Gen- 
erally speaking, it is not the clothing that a 
man wears ov his back that does the harm, but 
the tightly-pressed articies in trunks, from 
which the air has been excluded for days. 

In all these precautions, Dr. De Woif depre- 
cates all thought of anything, like a quarantine 
of persons. All he desires is to see that their 
baggage is all right before it is set down in our 
houses and our hotele. His ideais that Chicago 
can be, and shouid be, a pieasant city of retuge 
for these unfortunates from the South, anc 
that, by taking all proper precautions, and bj; 
treating them promptiy when sick, it can ri:- 
main a city of satety to those who 
iive here. In this respect she has st 
St. Lows an example which, judging from tiie 
reception inet by the reiugees on board the City 
of Vicksburg. that city of concentrated seifi:.h- 
ness and evident brutality will not endeavour to 
emulate. 

TWO MORE “SUPPOSED” Caszs 

were reported yesterday irom No. 106 Seymour 
street. The alleged victims of the svovurge 
were Mrs. Pierce,a Memphis lady, and her 
daughter, Lizzie, 12 years of age. They left 
Memphis last Taursday, aad, arriving here Fri- 
dgy night, went to the home of some frien:'s at 
the number on Seymour street above given. 
While in Memphis, the nearest yellow-fever case 
was two blocks off, anc, though they had not 
beh visiicd themevcives with the dread 
disease, they coneluded to take due 
precaution and come North. Turing 
Sunday Lizzie was taken sick, voiniting 
freguentiy, and ip t'ae evening Mrs. Pierce was 
also down. Dr. Tagert was called in, and yes- 
terday morning reported the case as one that 
had best be looked after tothe Health Officer. 
Dr. Garrott, Medical Inspector of the West Di- 
vision, Visiied the house, where he found that 
Mrs. Pierce’s temperature was about 100 and 
ber puise 50, wile Lizzie’s tempcrature was 
lWi}¢ and her pulse 110. Both patients were 
very intelligent, talkea rationally, and there 
Was an entire absence of any of-the alarming 
symptoms peculiar to the disease. The Doctor’s 
conclusions were that, waile the cases were evi- 
dently the result of some malarial trouble, yet 
tuere Was nothing in them to indicate yellow- 
lever. Lwosons of Mrs. Pierce are also at the 
house and are quite wei). in the afternoun, Dr. 
(iarroit made the following official report of 
these two cases:

LETTER-BOXES. 

The proposition to use the letter-boxes as 
depositories of contributions for the yellow- 
fever suilerers has been favorably entertained 
by the Department at Washington, Postmaster 
Palmer having received the following telegram 
from Acting-Postmaster-General Tyner last 
evenings 

There is no objection to the deposit of contribu- 
tions for yeliow-fever eufferers in such street 
letter- boxes as are located ip piaces of extraordi- 
nary eafety. The public should be requested to 
deposit in daytime before the bour for 
day-coliections Contribation-boxes in post- 
ofiices are desirable. If such boxes were put up 
m aii the post-offices in the United States, and the 
proceeds delivered to iveal collecting committees, 
it would meet with approval. 

Mr. Palmer will confer with the author of the 
proposition, Mr. William D. Kerfoot, and the 
Collecting Committee to-day, and: arrange for 
placards, etc. Two boxes will be put up in the 
Post-UOffice, and, as those at tne boteis, Exposi 
tion, and at otber points where crowds congre- 
gate, it is belicved that a large sum will be real- 
ized. It matters not how small the subscrip- 
tion may be. Pennies, nickels, and dimes will be 
as acceptable as quarters, haives,or dollars. 

The Postmaster yesterday received a dispatch 
from the Postmaster of Caihoun,. Madison 
County, Miss., asking him to obtain from the 
city a car-load of ice. “ This,”’ be says, “is 
the only railroad distributing point in Madison 
County. There is sickness in every family 
during the last ten days.” The Postmaster, 
who is an old citizen of Chicagwo, adds that his 
own family are ail down with the fever. 

ICE. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CILICAGO, Sept. 5.—Tae prevailing Southern 
scourge is the theme of ail. Piease aliow a few 
suggestions (criticisms, if vou piease) upon your 
ideas as to treatment with ice. 2 

A moment's reflection must show the imprac- 
ticabilltv of applying cold to vellow-fever pa 
tients, thereby expecting to antidote the conta- 
gion of the patient. Cold, at the freezing point. 
outside the body, seems to destrov the germinal 
or contagious life of this, terrible disease. A 
patient duwn with vellow tever is permeated 
through apd throagh with the poison. The 
vormal heat of the patient's body is 0S degrees 
Fahrenheit. This is a favorable temperature 
for the spread of the disease. Now, what is it 
proposed to do by the ice and cold treatment? 
Can it be entertained for a moment as prac- 
ticable or safe to lower the heat of the pa- 
tient’s body to a point at which the infection 
is destroyed! Death would be the mevitabie 
result of such treatment if it could be done, 
But this could not be accomplished until some 
time alter death had released the im:oortal from 
the mortal part. Waere is the benefit to be de- 
rived from this treatment beyond keeping the 
skin in a healthy condition, inciting reaction, 
and svothing the fever-irritated body? It can 
safely be asserted that none whatever can be 
expected from tbis treatment. 

Cold, then, cap gbe thougot of only as a pro- 
phylactic before, not so much a curative after. 
infection, for the body cannot be saiely reduced 
below the normal temperature aay more than 
raised above. lt must ®¢ apparent that it can- 
not be reduced to any point where the conta- 
gion, aiready within the body, ‘could 
re acted upon, for its destruction. 
Water has been used in this and ail 
fevers, and sometimes pressed far bevond its 
true merits. Stil, water in the hands of phy- 
sician aud nurse is a great boon and help. We 
cannot dispense in this fever with both its in- 
ternal and external use any more than we can 
dispense with the purse and doctor. But it is a 
senseless experimen: to attempt to cure yellow 
fever patients by reducipg the temperature of 
the body to a point where the contagion is de- 
stroved. it would be the repetition of the ex- 
periment of the man with his horse, where the 
horse died just as he had been taugat to live 
without eating. 

It is too soon yet to talk of results of yari- 
ous kinds of practice. We have as yet no pos- 
itive reports. General results are bad enoucb, 
and wouid seem to call for some departure 
from oid systems of treatment. Still, we 
must not part with old judgment and reason, 
and expect any better results. Freezing the 
patient down with the fever will not do. It 
might keep the body from decay, but not soul 
aud body together. . 

While writing the above we cet the favorable 


has thus far treated 123 cases 
of yellow fever with only seven . | By the 
testimony of allopathic. physicians with their 
héroic treatmert, so far as any favorable results 
are concerned, they might as Well abandon the 
field, except as nurses. The fear is pubiicly ex- 
pressed of cases of yellow-fever in Chicago. 
There need be no fear of an epidemic of this 
disease here, even if there should be fifty cases 
of refugees whovhad it. Yellow fever cannot 
prevail here as an epidemic.

QUININE AND WHISKY. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CurIcaco, Sept. 9.—1 desire to call the atten- 
tion, through your columns, of those who go 
South ye ay 2 the prevailing epidemic to minis- 
ter to the sick to a prevention, or supposed 
prevention, which I have only seen once noticed 
in any newspaper since the disease appeared. 
I refer to the use ef quinine and wine or liquor. 

In 1868 a party of six of us occupied a house 
in South Carolina near which fresh earth was 
being turned up in the construction of fortifica- 
tions. Five of the party were taken down with 
vellow fever, two dyiug withit. One of the six 
bad been taking, and continued to take, a swal- 
low from a bottle of whisky in which had been 
placed two or three tablespoonfuis of quinine 
every morning before breakfast, and perhaps 
ottener.* This person escaped tae disease, to 
nurse the rest, being the only one so favored. 

It is posaible that one taking this dose from 
the moment of arrival.in the infected district 
might thereby escape the disease.

THE COLD-AIR REMEDY. 
To the Ecitor of The Tribune. 

CricaGo, Sept. 9%—In the philosophical ap 
plieation of pure aad simple cold air to primarily 
prevent or subsequently modify or prevent tne 
multiplication of the vellow-fever germs by 
means of an adequately cold atmosphere pro- 
duced artificially in ap apartment I claim priori 
ty in the manver following: In first bringing 
it during the prevailing epedemic to the at- 
tention of the public through the public press, 
in evidence whereol | cite you to my communi- 
cation in Tue TRIBUNE over obe Monta ago, 
and of date Avg. 6, to whieh eommauniecation, 
contrary to the discreet advice of others, | gave 
publicity, as I firmiy believed in its scientific ac- 
curacy, apd which you in publishing beaded 
* Verv New.” 

Further, as this theory was original with me, 
and suggested itself through scientific analogy, 
—a department of scientific investigation to 
which Ihave given considerable attention,—TI 
claim it to be original as to the world until com- 
petent evidence to the contrary is produced. 

In his letter im Taz Traisune of Sept. 4 Dr. 
Tucker says to you: “ Though you associate 
them together, there is nevertheless quite a 
difference between the artificial reduction of 
heat in the sick-room and the lowering of the 
temperature of the bodies of the sick by hy- 
drotherapy”’ (the application of cold water). 
‘The one”’ (referring tothe theory advanced 
in my letter) “ belongs to public hygiene. It is 
intended to be preventive, and is new and exper- 
imental.’ Thus, in the two methods, you will 
perceive an elementary distinction is made by 
an acknowledged authority; the one being new 
and the other old. 

With considerable temerity I was the first to 
advance, in your columns, this theory, to whicb 
subsequently, both in editorials and by letters, 
great importance is attached, and while I do not 
wish to unduly urge apy specific claim to recog- 
nition, yet my course does not seem inconsist- 
ent with a proper modesty. 

In practically carrying out this theory I 
would suggest that a large and well-lighted 
apartment, or series of apartments, be arranged, 
with varving temperatures ranging from 72 
degrees (velow which degree of temperature the 
yeluow fever cannot be developed) down to that 
degree at which in Nature frost occurs, or even 
low er. . 

A more readily feasible method, however, of 
testing this theory would be to setid from the 
North to one of the Southern cities a train of 
reirigerator cars well supplied with ice. 

The temperatures aforementioned could be 
easiiy produced and maintained by supplies of 
ice placed in the hullow-constructed wails of the 
apartments, or by the well-known processes of 
producing cold by chemical evaporation. 

Human existence in suca an apartment or 
series of apartnentsin the hot cities of the 
South would not only be endurable, but pleas- 
ant and refreshing to those who were iil, irre- 
spective of the important factor of immunity 
trum the yellow fever. Iclaim therein that 
there would be not only a total exengption from 
yellow fever, but that in patients inthe first 
stages of the disease the rapid multiplication of 
the germ would be diminished, and the disease 
thus rendered more amenable to adjunctive 
treatment, or that possibly the propagation of 
the germ would cease entirelv. 

if the autuorities of the Southern cities would 
devote a portion of the commendable energy 
expended in fighting the outside air with drugs 
to the coustruction of apartments in conformity 
with this theory, results might follow favorable 
to the cause of humanity, whichis mv ardent 
motive.

Each bar, before be- 
ing seut, bas a chip or twochips taken out,— 
one from the top and one from the bottom of 
the bar. These « Hiips are assaved bv the owner: 
the-assayer makes a cajculation; and in that 
way no cheating can be done without discovery. 
Bat weneraliy the larger cstabiishments have 
assavers connected with their corporations, and 
the owners of the mines have the bars assayed, 
and sell them,

Cuicaco, Sept. 9.—The article in yesterday's 
(Sunday's) Tristuxe on **London Taxation” is 
Vilally interesting to every one in Chicago. We 
are astonished to read that a bDhsiness plock in 
London worth $45, 000, and renting for $1. 700 per 
ADDU, pays a municipal yearly tax of only $l.5! 
Itis femarkable that the able body of men who 
formed the Llinois Constitutional Convention of 
1870 emitted to change the varbaric rale of valua- 
tion which here prevails, now long since aban- 
doned in other countries and States. | allnde to 
taxation based upon valuation of prover/y instead 
of taxation based upon the income of preducing 
capacity of property. 

- |b ail the farmers of Illinois were tenants, 
and if 95 per cent of the townspeople paid rent 
on their houses and shops, the English system 
of assessing rent&ls instead of valuation of 
property would probably be adopted; but as the 
great mass of American taxpayers are free- 
holders, it would be difficult to adopt the En- 


glish system The English are a nation of 
tenants, a few landlords owning the whole 


island.—Eb. | 

In the first Constitution of lilinois, adopted at 
Kaskaskiain 18'S, this crude principle of taxation 
wae thas ordained, Art. VILl., Sec. 20: ** The 
mode of levying a tax shall de by vaiuaticn, so that 
every person shall pay a tax in proportion to the 
value of the property he or she has in his or her 
possession.’ This rude doctrine remains un- 
changed.in both the Constitation of 1548 and the 
present Constitution. As far bDack as the days of 
Adam Smith, that great writer and benefactor first 
announced the true princ'pie now adopted by most 
civilized States, **thal property oughi to be taxed 
according (to its income -prod icind capacrily. ”" 

ne vaiuations in London are made and based 
upon the rental, and not upon the supposed value 
of the iand. And in London various deductions, as 
for repairs and insurance, are made, in order that 
the correct percentage of the net rental shall be 
alone taken. 

In the case of a vacant lot the estmmate can be 
made upon what the ground woald rent for waen 
the assessment is made. We have retained, then. 
in Our model Constitution of 1870 a crude, care- 
less. and cruel rule of vaiuation, adopted in 1818 
without anv deliberation, possiolv harmiesa in the 
infancy of lilinois, oat now working the annihbiia- 
tion and contiscation by unjust taxation of many 
large and small estates.

Japanese Bird-Lime, 

Although bird-lime may be obtained in smal! 
quantities in other countries, Japan is prob- 
ably the only one in the -world in which it is 
regularly manufactured ou a large scale, and 
here it gives employment to some thousands of 
persons. 

[he best kinds of bird-lime are distinguished 
by being free from bark, of a dull-whitish color, 
extremely viscid, and having a very grumous 
consistency ; these descriptions are said to keep 
good for anv length of time. The principal 
tree from which this bird-lime is made is a dark 
evergreen, found in the southern half of Japan, 
which grows high up the shady sides of deep 
mountaio-giens, and is frequentiy used as an 
ornamental shrub. Its barkisof a gravish- 
brown color and rather rough texture: the 
jeaves are of a smooth dark-green, rather more 
pulpy than our holly-leaf, and have an unbroken 
edge. 

The manufacture of bird-lime extends over a 
period of sevefal months, commencing about 
June, when the bark is stripped off the trees 
and macerated m water for some forty days, 
after which it is collected and beaten In a 
mortar. The pestie usedis shod with iron, its 
flat under surface being armed with spikes pro- 
jecting downward. When the pulpy mass un- 
der the pestle becomes glutinous, it is taken 
out and washed in Water, if order to remove as 
far as possible the rouga outer bark. The puip 
is then again pounded, wnd treated in a cahkdron 
with hot water, on the surface of which it 
fluats. During this treatment it undergoes con- 
siderable manipulation at the hands of the 
workman, for the purpose of separating the re- 


bottom of the boiler, This is ie most difficult 

part of the process, a8 much skill ‘and ex- 
perience are required in the workman to keep 
the stuff from adhering to his hands. Alter 
this, the pulpy mass is again washed in cold 
water, and the pounding, boiling, and washing 
are re ed until the mat es sul- 
‘ficiently clean and pure. 

The uses to which the Japanese put this sub- 
stance are numerous,—tke chief being, of 
course, the sparipg of viras and animals. Ky 
means of it animals as large as monkeys are 
caught, for, when they once get the stuff upon 
thew paws, they soon cover themselves with it, 
and so exhaust thew strength in trying to get 
rid of it that they fail an easy prey. Birds 
almost of the size of ducks are taken, and by a 
very ingevious process. ‘Ie young shoots of 
the wistaria. which attain considerable length 
andare strong, are gathered, dried, and knotted 
together in one continnous length. This is 
floated out to sea, after being smeared with 
bird-lime; and very often in the morping sevy- 
eral hirds are caught in various Ways; some by 
means of a decov bird concealed near a patch of 
tempting food, in which are fixed numerous 
little splinters of bamboo-like large needles, the 
upper half ot which is smaeared with bird-ime. 
Othe?s, awain, are taken on trees by means of a 


long, slender bamboo, the top of which is 
anointed with the lime, and then steaitiily 


turust against their feathers.

interest.” The Secretary concluded not to 
issue them as legal-tenders, and therefore he 
made them coupon-bonds with interest pay- 
able every six months. Why,can’t the /.-0.- 
U’. bring itself to confess the truth, without 
any more quibbling or lying aboutit? It is 
not helping the Fiat cause by trying to de- 
ceive its readers. All the Fiatists who have 
‘* pooled” their money on the strength of 
its assertion thai the 7.50s of any issue dur- 
ing the War or for seven years thereafter 
were legal-tenders, have lost every cent they 
have been fooled into betting, as no 7.30 
previous to June, 1874, was ever a legal-ten- 
der. That is the record. 


A LEAF FROM AMERICAN HISTORY. 

A system of public loans to *“* poor men” 
to set them upin business is becoming a 
favorite plank in the called ** Labor-Re- 
form” platforms. The advocates of the 
scheme suppose they have generated a new 
idea. The plan is to have the Government 
issue fiat paper—*‘ absolute money ” they 
call it—and loan it to poor men. But the 
idea is not new by any means. It was pretty 
thoroughiy tried im the early New England 
days, and will be foaod described in Sum- 
wer’s History of American Currency. 
Times were hard in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, and Rhode Island along about 
i728, and the Fiatists of that period de- 
manded that more p&per money must be 
emitted. There a great clamor for 
** loan banks,” whose issues would be based 
on the wealth and resources of the Colonies, 
made legal-tender, and loaned to men in debt 
or short of money. Enough was to be!) is- 
sned to make business lively ahd t:mes good. 
This system was tested to the fullest extent. 
The notes were loaned for sixteen years at 
4to6 per cent interest, and the security 
taken was chicily mortgages on real estate. 
We shall reproduce a few passages as to how 
the scheme worked: 

** The persons who obtained loans in the 
ninth and tenth year of the popniar-loan 
period,” says the acdount, ‘* complained that 
they must pay back in seven or six years, 
whereas others enjoyed the loan for sixteen 
y eater. New claimants who desired to come 
under this of clamored for 
new loans, on the ground of ‘justice’ and 
as they had not received their 
share of the pecuniary favors. All who 
had received. loans joined in a compact 
body in favor of further issues. As fast 
as more currency was issued to borrowers it 
depreciated, —not being redeemable until the 
expiration ofthe loan period. But ail the 
latier issues$6f steadily depreciating notes 
enabled the first borrowers to pay back their 
loans in far cheaper money thaa what they 
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borrowed; hence they were all in favor of" 


siberaf discounts to new customers, as that 
had the effect of depreciating the currency 
still more, and thereby rendering it easier 
for them to pay their loans. However, they 
did not in many cases pay at all, either 
principal ar interest. Having seccumuilatel 
large arrears, they decamped,—ran off,—and 
when process issned out of court to the 
Sherif they could not found. The 
mortgagg} lands were found entangled in in- 
extricable confusion, and the debts in muliti- 
tudes of cases were lost, or only a small part 
ever recovered.” 

* The Legislature, composed largely of 
men who had borrowed, would allow no 
extreme measures against the delinquent 
debtors, as that would affect themselves as 
well as their debtor constituents. Fore- 
closures were discountenanced, and did not 
generally pay the excitement and trouble 
they eaused. Compelling men to repay their 
loans was looked upon as a species of polit- 
ieal persecution. The repayment of the 
loans became a political issue. Parties were 
no longer arrayed against each other as 
Whig or, Tory, but as Creditor or Debtor, and 
the laiter swept the elections.” 

‘*This legal-tender money continued to 
depreciate, and this had the effect of mak- 
ing a scarcity of currency, for it now took 
several dollars to do one dollar's work meas- 
ured by coin values. There was a great 
cry for more biils, to make money plenty, 
business brisk, and get up enterprises.”

EFFECT OF CHEAP LABOR. 

The chief cause of all the eomplaint about 
hard times is cheap labor. The general de- 
cline in wages is the source whence the 
strikes, the Communistic demonstrations, 
and the cry for “fiat” money all emauate. 


It is the enforced retrenchment which niakes - 


people despondent. The shrinkage affects a 
class that is the most numerous, and whose 
protests are the most vociferous. Hence 
the practice to regard cheap labor as an un- 
mitigated evil, and to contend for every 
scheme that holds out ever so delusive a prom- 
ise for higher wages. But this is only one 
side of the case, after all; it is the most con- 
spicuous, because its effects are so wide- 
spread and the laments are so loud and 
constant. But, considered apart from the 
hardships which have followed upon the 
decline in wages, cheap labor has 
played a more important part in 
the general economy of the time 
than is usually recognized. While jt is the 
chief matter of complaint, it the 
chief cause of the improved condition that 
results from a rapid extinguishment of debt. 
That we have reduced the foreign indebted- 
ness of this country to a few hundred mill- 
ions in national securities, aad greatly 
curtailed the corporation and individual in- 
debtedness abroad, is the direct result of 
cheap labor. The relative exports and im- 
ports of two or three years more will practi- 
cally wipe out the foreign indebtedness of 
the United States, and it is as healthful a 
thing for a nation ora community to pay its 
debts from the fruits of its own industry as 
it is for an individual to do the same thing.

had grown upon the American people during 
the mad inflation period was the first step in 
the decline of imports, but cheap labor has 
accomplished still more in enlarging the pro- 
portion of exports. It bas enabled the pro-

Thereupon he and the others were 
informed by the bulldozers that they did not 
intend to allow hin to ‘‘sow the seeds of 
discord among the negroes,” and that the 
weeting would be dispersed, and the hegroes 
carried off bodily in case they did not sub- 
mit. As Mr. Lee still protested, he was 
promptly knocked down by “‘Col.” Daraan, 
seized by ‘ Col.” Earte, and carried off 
by the crowd. The report then says 
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that the meeting became “ disorganized,” 
which is not very strange, when 
there were three white men ready 
to deal with every negro as Lex had been 
dealt with. The ‘division of time ” resulted, 
as had been intended, in a dispersement by 
violence. Lez subsequently escaped with 
his life; that was evidently a mistake, but, 
nevertheless, the correspondent of the Nets 
and Courier adds with peculiar pride: 
‘* Sumter is the ‘Gamecock’ county still.” 

This account, it must be kept in mind, is 
from a prominent Q/emocratic newspaper, 
and indicates that the method for ‘‘dividing 
time” therein described is the approved 
Democratic policy. Another account writ- 
ten by an eye-witness of the affair to the 
Cincinnati Commercial fully confirms the 
outrage, and adds what the Democratic 
newspaper suppressed, viz.:- That ‘* Col.” 
DarGan’s men were in uniform (red shirts), 
armed to the teeth, and surrounded the 
stand with revolvers in hand. The same 
writer says that, ‘‘ outside of a few counties 
on the sea-coast, there is not a place in South 
Carolina where a Republican dare make a 
public speech.” The statement will be 
readily believed m view of the proceedings 
near Sumter. There is only one comment 
that seems to be called for in connection 
with this condition of things in South Caro- 
lina.

POLITICS IN LOUISIANA. 

The mixed condition of things in the State 
Democratic camp of Louisiana already shows 
one result of the President’s Southern policy.

The State contains 631,131 native-born fe- 
males, and of these 190,311 have become 
mothers, while of the 222.825 foreign-born 
females in the State, 119.209 have become 
mothers. Of the 330,792 native-born fe- 
males over 20 years of age, 57 per cent are 
mothers, and of ‘the 181,545 foreign-born 
females over 20 years, 66 per cent are moth- 
ers. The report states the average number 
of births to Massachusetts mothers, 3.55; to 
Iriah mothers, 5.03; to Canadian mathers, 
4.78; to other British mothers, 4.40; to 
German mothers, 4.23. . There are 325 native 
and ‘115 foreign-born mothers who have 
never been married ; ‘ 37,106 native and 23,379 
foreign-born widows; 1,040 native and 129 
foreign-born women divorced. Whole num- 
ber of married women, 398,759, of which 
254,531 are natives; whole number of mar- 
ried women who have not become mothers 
is 64,220 natives and 25,019 foreign, or a 
total of 89,239. Twenty-five per cent of the 
native-born married women and 17 per cent 
of the foreign-born have never been mothers. 

The number of farm laborers in the State 
in 1875-"6 was 16,040, of which 11,000 were 
born in the United States, including those 
born of foreign parents. There were 1,718 
of these laborers classed as illiterate, of 
whom 340 were natives. 

Of the skilled workmen in forty-seven 
branches of industry in the State, male and 
female, 136,503 are native born, 40,868 are 
Insh, 15,225 English, 24,437 Canadian, 4.011 
German, 4,028 Scoich. The total is 316,459, 
of ‘whom 233,252 are males and 83,207 
females. 

The whole number of unskilled laborers in 
the State is 52,179, of whom 13,076 are na- 
tives, 30,800 are Irish, and 3,251 Canadians. 

The products of manufactures, agriculture, 
fishing, and mining in the State for the year 
1875 reached a value of $643,478,277. -This 
value was produced by the labor of 450,742 
persons, of whom 70,945 were engaged in 
manufactures. The productive population 
of the State was 41.48 per cent and the un- 
productive 58.52 per cent. The latter are 
classed as housewives, retired from business, 
infirm, children, and dependents. The re- 
sult of all these tables show plainly the pres- 
ence and the influence of the foreign-born 
element in the productive industry of the 
State. When that part of the population 
descended immegjately from those of for- 
eign nativity are added to the foreign-born, 
the number and influence of the foreign- 
born element in the State can be understood. 
Happily, however, the descendants of for- 
eiyn-born parents become rapidly assimilated 
and blended with the general population of 
the country.

_ New York, Sept. 9.—Queen Elizabeth claimed 
Cyprus as a paré of her dominions. History 
records that she contested tlre usurpation of the 
Turks when they took the ftsiand from the 
Venetians in the war of 1570, and her claim was 
probably based on the ground that Richard 
Cour de Lign had conquered it. On Elizabeth's 
torfhd in Westminster Abbey it has been dis- 
covered that the arms of Cyprus are incorpora- 
ted with the Queen’s. It also appears that the 
College of tieraids of that day recognized and 
legalized the claim. 


THE GUILLOTINE. 
TWO MEN BEHEADED FOR MURDER. 
Panis, Sept. 7.—At daybreak this morning, 


| the two murderers, Barre and Lebiez, condemved 


ta death July 31, for the murder of Madame 
Gillet, were guillotined. Generally the time 
lixed for an execution is kept a profound secret 
upto the last moment, not only to the con- 
demned but to the public, but by some means 
a rumor that an execution would take place on 
or about this day had been circuiated, aod a 
careful watch had been maintained op the 
prison by those interested in selling seats 
in bouses which command a_ view of 
the execution. Beltore davlicht this morning it 
was sccn that the guillotine had arrived, and 
> 

that workmen were putting it up. in an in- 
credibly short time the news had been sent to 
eafes and restaurants on the boulevards and 
o_ber places, and an immense crowd was soon 
gathered. Some of the spectators had engaged 
their places days before, on condition that they 
should be notifea when to attend. Shortly be- 
fore daylight this muorping, the condemned were 
infornied that their hour bad come. The jailer, 
accompanied by the priest, entered their cells, 
avd each of the meu was leit alone 
for five minutes with the priest. The 
executioner abd assistant then appeared. 
The shirt-collars of the condemned = were 
cut off and their hair rudeiy shorteved, their 
arms pinioned, and they were burried toward 
the door in front of which the yuillotine stood. 
These movements were all executed with such 
rapidity and precision that neither of the men 
had time to speak. scarcely to think. As the 
door sprung open and the men caught sight of 
the guillotine they recoiled. The great crowd 
gave forth hoarse murmurs, the executioner 
was marvelously rapid in bis movement. In an 
instant oerre was thrust forward against the 
upright of the guillotine and strapped vo it. The 
piank Was thrown forward,-the knife fell, and 
his hetel tambled into the basket. The execu- 
tion of Lebiez was equally quick, and all was 
over io leas thaa three minutes.

had already tecome rough and rocky, notwith- 
standing the arrival of a sweet boy-vbaby. Dean's 
juterminable jealousy of his wife was the cause 
of all the trouble, but their child tended to keep 
them together, though their disputes often ran 
high. For nearly six vears they have resided 
in this city, Dean being employed at the same 
depot as baggaye-maste¢r. 

Phe 20th of May, IS77, gn accident deprived 
them of their only offspring. Wihile the 
parents were absent from home temporarily 
the little fellow waadered away. It wa» sus- 
pected that he had been kidnapped by Italian 
beggars or organ-grinders, and quite a 
sensation was created by the publication 
of mere rumors set afloat iv the neighborhood, 
and furnished to the Police Department tor in- 
vest'gatiop. While the police were still work- 
ing the case the body of tae cherished boy was 
cast up by the jake, leaving no doubt as to the 
cause of the littte fellow’s disappearance. Since 
that date the life of the Dean family has been 
rough indeed, until about six weeks ago, when 
Dean met her inthe Michigan Central Depot, and 
slapped her face.

She then 
left him for geod, and only returped to bis bed 
and board uponhis consenting to go to War- 
ner’s house to live. He did so, with restriction 
that each should pav taeir own board, Mrs. 
Dean engaging with Mrs. Warner in tae dress- 
makinue business. Yesterday afternoon & coaei- 
man drove up to the door, and a fasvionable lady 
customer called to get some work. The firm 
found it neeessary to go do wn town to mate 
some dress goods to fill the order, and both the 
ladies started forth. Dean, who had beep at 
home all dav, away from his work a the ay seme 
objected to his wife going, as it was bis first 
day at home. But Mrs. Dean was determined 
Lo oO. 

She returned home at 5 o'clock, having 
stopped on the road to buy some meat for sup- 
per, and upon entermg the bouse met Dean, 
who asked her where she had been. She an- 
swered in conformity to the facts as she had 
previously told him, and he rephea: “ You tie; 
1 was around at that lady's house and she never 
mentioned that you were doivg work for her.” 

“Why. didn’t vou yourself see the negro 
coachman drive up this morning!’ questioned

the wife. ‘ 
* You lie, dainn vou, and I am going to kill 
you,”’ came back for an answer. “ 


*Oh no you won’t,”’ said she, “Jennie Ray- 
mond is asicep iv that room.”’ 

As he gave areply he drew a razor and made 
a lunge at her, which she dodged sufficieutly to 
prevent it reaching the throats The biade 
carved the lett check from the earto the nose. 
Mes. Dean ran out the door and down to [wen- 
ty-tifth street, where some citizens, including 
Officers Koehler and Crowe, took her in charge 
aud brought ber to a drug-store at the corner of 
Tweuty-titth street and Cottage Grove avenue, 
where Dr. Schieyer dressed the wounds. Thence 
she was taken tothe Mercy Hospital, where it 
was found necessary to redress the gash, as an 
artery had been severed.

RESUMPTION ‘° 
VIRTUALLY ACHIBVED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasnineton., D. C., Sept. 9.—A prominent 

Treasury ollicial expressed the following 
opinion on the effect of the proposed specie re- 
sumption: The recent letter of the Secretary 
of the Treasury to United States Treasurer 
Gilfillan, directing him to exchange standard 
silver dollars for ereenbacks after Sept. 16, is 
regarded at the Treasury Departnient as a prac- 
tical resumption of specie pavymeuts, more 
sweeping iv its effect even than the Resumption 
act of Jan. 1 next. The last-named law pro- 
vides for resumption in sums of $50 and its 
multiple at the Sub-Treasuries, whereas the 
jctter of the Secretary of the Treasury of 
Saturday makes no limit to the amount, and pre- 
scribes uo particular place, except the Sub-Treas- 
uries, where exchange of silver for greenbacks 
is to be made. It is thought -that the effect of 
the new order will be to wholly destroy the 
small remaining premium on gold, thus making 
the paper, silver, and gold dollar 

OF EQUAL VALUE 
as a circulating medium. [tis not thought, how- 
ever,that the order will place many silver dollars 
iv circulation, as the amount of coin will mainiy 
be used in payment of customs dues. This prac- 
tically makes the greenbacks cqual with gold 
and silver for the payment of customs. It is 
not believed that anv considerable amount of 
silver wiil be taken from the Treasury/ because 
for the purpose of commerce greenbacks are 
preferable, and the pew one and two dollar 
notes may be had at the Treasury$ 

IN ANY AMOUNT. 
The letter issued several weeks ago, knqn as 
the $1,000 order, which provides for sending 
silver dollars in sums of from $1,000 to $10,000, 
has had the effect to take out of the Treasury 
$2,000,000, making in all something more thau 
$5,000,000 now in circulation. There are, there- 
fore, $10,000,000 in the Treasury, which is con- 
sidered enough for use and the payment of 
customs in New York City. From $300,000 to 
$500,000 are paid for customs daily. Tue Sub- 
Treasury at San. Francisco, since the pas- 
sage of the Silver bill, has issued $5,500,000 
in silver ceriificates in vayment for silver 
bullion,and 34,500,000 are now in New York City, 
it having been senbon mostly by rail. There are 
now in the vauits of tue ‘Treasury $77,000,000 
in greenbacks. The greenbacks received at the 
Treasury uuder Saturday’s orderin exchange 
for stiver will be paid out again in the actus! 
course Of business. 


NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE SAVINGS BANKS TAX. 
* Special Dispatch to Tre Trivune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 9.—The Ioternal- 
Revevue Bureau thus far has been able to col- 
lect but a small part of the tax of one-twenty- 
fourth of 1 per ceut assessed upon savings banks. 
These banks generally claim exemption from tax- 
atiou on deposits and capital stock. Assessmcuts 
have been made in some cases, but the attempt 
to collect has been resisted, and now the [nter- 
nal-Revenune Bureau is engaged in a legal con- 
test with a Vermont savings bank as to the 
power of the Department to enforce coliection 
of the tax on deposits. The Comptroller of the 
Currency for a wumber oi years has re- 
quested savings banks and trust = and 
loan companies to turnish him with reportqof 
their coudition from time to time, and be 
framed ¢ law to submit to the Legislatures of 
the different States requiring them to report to 
him, but tue oniy State that passed that. law is 
Onio. These banks, it is claimed, asa rule, are 
doing a general banking business under the 
nawe of savings banks, aad, by refusing to re- 
port their condition, have evaded the tax as- 
sessed by the Government upou National Banks. 

THAT PORGERY. 

The Democrats oi Lhe Potter Committee, it is 
certain, have had some documeut offered them 
which purported to be tae original Sherman 
letter.

A sample ef English wheat, of this year's crop, 
was exhibited on ‘Change yesterday. It weighs 
64 lbs to the measured bushel. 

The leading produce markets were tame yester- 
day. and most of them were easier. Some were 
quite weak. Hogs were duil, buyers holding off 
because some were afraid of condition, and pro- 
visions were again weak in sympathy. Wheat was 
lower, and corn tended downward in company, but 
reacted, being helped slightly by the rain. Oats 
were firmer, under a good shipping demand. The 
trading all round was “largely local, and the con- 
tinued sickness in the South had a depressing ef- 
fect, as it prevents trade in several directions. 

The dry-goods trade continues active on city and 
country account, and prices remain unequivocally 
firm. Prints are in light sapply, and dn eariy ad- 
Vance is looked for. Groceries met with a tiberal 
demand and were generally firm. Sugare are active 
and tending upward. The butter market was 
active, firm, and unchanged. Cheese was quoted 
quiet and easy for all grades except fine ful) cream. 
In the dried-fruit and fish markets there were no 
changes. Oils were quoted unchanged. There was 
a moderate business doing in leather, bagging, coal, 
and wood at former prices. 

The umber market was rather qniet yesterday, 
the storm preventing buyers from coming out in 
force, and the offerings were moderate. The vards 
were having a good country trade, and many deal- 
ers were complaining of a lack of cars, which put 
them behind in fling orders. The wool mar- 
ket was eteady, and the demand fair,  be- 
ing chiefly from Western woolen manufacturers. 
Broom-corn was unchanged. New brush is ar- 
riving, but seems to have ro materiai effect on the 
market. The small order business is fair. The 
hide dealers reported av easy and lifeless market. 
In green fruite there was little to note, the supply 
being fair and the* prices easy in the absence of 
many buyers, and the weather was ‘‘too much” 
for the very sort varieties. 

Lake freights were moderately active, and about 
uc higher, shippers holding off till late, being un- 
willing to concede the advance. Corn to buffalo 
by sail was quoted at4%c. Room was taken for 
55, 000 bu wheat, 190,000 bu corn, and 230, 000 bu 
oats. 

Rail freighte were quiet and unchanged. on the 
basis of 30c per 100 lbs on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to do, which includes meats. 
Through rates by lake and rail were quoted 
at 15c and 16c for corn and wheat to New York, 
and 16%c for corn to Boston. Sail and canal to

| Mr. Cuthbert Laing in Search of 
His Child.

Cuthbert W. Laing, who has been heard of 
pefore in the newspaners, yesterday was a prom- 
jnent figure before Judge Moore in an appilica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus to eet posses- 

sion of his child Clara, a little girl only 24 
years old. Laing, it will be remembered, was 
arrested at the instance of his mother-in-iaw, 
Mrs. Lavina E. Day, of No. 404 Michigan ave- 
nue, on a charee of having stoicn from her 
$5,000 in bonds; but, on a bearing before Jus- 

tice Foote Saturday, be was honorably dis- 
charged. He then went back to the house 
of hig mother-in- -law, where tie had been liv- 
ing. and asked for his child, but Mrs. Day 
refused to give it up. Laing then filed a pe- 
titivn for habeas corous, charging that he was 
the father and guardian of Clara J. Laing, that 
Mrs. Day wrongfuily had possession of her, and 
he feared would conceal her, or even kill her, to 
prevent bit getting possession of her. 

Tudge Watlace appeared for Laing, and stated 

the facts of the case as shown by the petition. 

Mr. Leonard Swett, ou. bebalf of Mrs. Day, 
followed, giving 4 history of the robbery, and 
of the relations between the parties, urging 
strongly that the lile and interests of the child 
sere to be first considered, and that it was far 
petter that Clara should be left in her grana- 
mother’s care. it scems that Mrs. Laing died 
two years ago, and since that time Laing and 
pis child had been living with his mother-in-law. 

Judge Moore said Ke thought Mrs. Day had 
done a great wrong in having her son-in-law 
arrested, and had by no means, as that showed, 
peen consulting the ipterests of her grand- 
guughter. She ought not to bave done so, even 
had the amount been millions instead of thou- 
sands. 

Vir. Swett again urged that the bealth of the 
child would best be protectea by having ber icft 
with Mrs. Day. She was airuil little gir!, and 
needed good care. There was bad fecling be- 
tween Mrs. Day and Laidg, even that he would 
like to have the child die so that he might in- 
perit a fortuoe of $60,000 which would in that 
case come to him from his wife’s estate. 

Judge Wallace characterized the last jnsinua- 
tion as ubmityatedly faise. Mrs. Day, on the 
ether band, was a bighly improper person to 
have the care of the “girl, for she might, with 
such feelings to the father, teach Clara that he 
was a thief. Mrs. Davy was a woman over 60 
years of age, of exc eedingiv eccentric habits, 
and could pot properly care tor a little girl. 

Dr. E. M. Hale was then called to the stgnd 
on Mrs. Day's behalf, and testified that Clara 

_ was sickly and needed good treatment. 

Moesers. Nathan Corwith and James Otis testi- 
fied to the good care Clara received at the hands 
of her grandmother. n cross-examination 
they said they bad seen nothing out of the way 
with Laing in his treatment of his daughtef. 

Judge Moore then said that he hoped the 
parties would be abie to settle the mat- 
ter. It was an unfortunate case, and he 
was sorry he had issued the writ. He would, 
therefore, take the matter under advisement for 
two weeks, in bopes that some settiement might 
be made in the meantime. 

The attorneys objected to so long a postpone- 
ment, and, after some discussion, Judge Moore 
took it under advisement until Saturday. No 
order Whatever was made as to the custody of 
the little gir!, and she will remain in the care of 
her grandmother until the matter ‘is decided. 
Laing, however, is to have access to see her at 
ai} reasonable hours.

LIABILITY FOR MUNICIPAL BONDS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Car1caao, Sept. 9—Qui facit per alium, facil 
per 8€, an old maxim of the common law 
founded inthe highest principles of justice and 

equity. It declares that what one does by another 
he does by himself. Its application is always easy, 

and almost infinite in theaffairsof men. Who- 
ever causes an act to be done by another is as 
responsible for its consequences as if he did the 
act with his own hands. If, by the direction of 
Jonn. Peter strikes Seth, John is as responsibie 
for the conseq! uences, whether it be a simple 
battery or a homicide, as if he had struck the 
blow himself. if David directs Dabpiel to sign 
William’s name to a pote or a bond, he assumes 
a responsibility the same as if he bad written 
William’s name with his own hand. 

We provose briefly to appiy these simple aud 
well-known rules of law, aud anotier equally 
plain and simple, to a class of cases which are 
now becoming much too frequent in this coun- 
try.—se frequent that they tend strongly to 
affect the integritv of large communities. We 
mean that class of muvicipal bonds which have 
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been issued Dv muDic _ authorities in obe- 
dience to a popular vote, but where there was 
ane fatal defect in the law under which the 


ets were supposed to have been done, or some 
vital proceeding was omitted. In such cases 
the cour ts bave been obliced to hold, though 
perhaps reluctantly, that the munieipalities are 
not responsible for the bonds thus iseued with- 
out legal authority. The other rule of law 
which we propose to invoke is, that where one 
in the name of anuther 
without proper authority to so act and bind 
the other. be makes himself personally hable to 
precisely the same extent that the other would 
have been liable had authority been conferred 
w do the act. 

As ageneral rule, some one is responsible 
upon every contract which is executed by or by 
the direction of a responsible party which pur- 
ports to create a liability. The paper may be 
void as to the person whose name purports to 
be written to it, jor the want of aathority in 
the person who wrote the name, but in that 


| case, by virtue of this rule, the 


rson who wrote 
the name without auanerey Se ceaien bunself 
responsible the same as if had written his 
own name instead of wrth Ecard ip - and so is every 
person responsible who directed the name te be 
written without authority. If Samuel signs 
the name of Theodore toa note of hand with- 

out atthority to do so, then Samuel is bound to 
Day the note, and if Orlan: lo directed Samuel to 
do this, then gui fact per aiium, etec., Orlan- 

is responsible on the note the same as if he 
hwl wrongfully written Theodore’s name to the 
note with bis own hand. It matters not that 
hewho wrote the name of another without war- 

rant supposed he bad warraut. Sowebody must 
he Hable to the innocent holder of the paper, 
and if the one whose name Is written ts nor, 
Ahen the one who wrote it must be, if he be a 
respousible being, and even if he be not a re 

sponsible being. If he was induced tv the act 
by another, then that other is responsibic. it 
one incite an idiot or a Inpatic to commit a 
murder, he shall be hanged the same as li ie 
had struck the blow with uis own bam. All of 
these principles of law are so familiar that they 
are as Well understeod by laymen as by lawyers. 
Thas justice is readily recognized by all, 
without them the business ol society could not 
be carried on. 

Let us then apbly these simple and well- 
known rules to the case of the municipal bonds 
referred to, Without any authority of law, 
saute one calls an cicction to direct the issue ol 
$100,000 of municipal bonds, the money to be 
expended in setting out a great orchard of erab- 
apple trees, to make a bed of roses, or to build 
a railroad. Five hundred, by their Volcs, direct 
the! manicipal authorities to issue the bonds. 
fouut bundred vote against it, and one thousand 
stay at bome and attend to their private aflairs. 
in obedience to the command ot the five hun 
<ired vote the municipal officers issue the 
bonds, raise the mone) upon them, 
aud eset out the ‘orchard, but when 
they see it bears only scour and bitter trait, 
they object tothe payment of even the in. 
tarest on the bonds, because they had vo author- 
ity to direct their iasue, and the Courts are 
bound to sustain their objection. We may not 
question the morality of those who opposed or 
did not vote for the measure when they reiuse 
to be bound by the illegal act, but it is quite 
diferent as to those who ordercd the bonds to 
be issued by tpeir votes. They caused the 
illegal act to be done, aud they ought to an- 
swer to those who have innocentiy parted with 
their money for all damages waich tuey suffer 
by reason of the illegal act which they thus 
caused to be done. This is,as much required 


by good morals as it ought to be by 
good Jaw. Why should not they suffer 
the loss which they have Caled 


rather than the inpocent party who parted with 
lis money by reason of their illegal and wrong- 
ful act? The law then provides, or at least 
ought to provide, that not ouly the municipal 
oilicers who, in the name of the corporativna, 
executed the void bonds, but all who by their 
votes directed them to be executed, are liable 
upon them, precisely the same as if their own 
proper names were signed to them instead of 
that of the corporation. They caused to be 
sig ned or did sien th@ name of the corporation 
to i.be bonds without authority ta do so, and so 
the corporation is not Yable on the bonds, but 
they’ are liabie for doing or causing to be dove 
thac illegai act. 

W ben we bring this principle down to a sim- 
ple note of band, everybody seds and recog 
nizes its applicability, and surely it requires 
little more capacity to recognize its applicability 
to thé: case of the municipal bonds. Let those 
who «aueed the wrong to be done bear the 
respotsibility, and let us not censure two se- 
verely those who opposed the wrougful act for 
trying to throw’ the burden from tbeir own 
shoulders, especially whev they thereby throw 
it on to the shoulders of those Who caused the 
wrongful act to be done. Whren the Courts 
come to adjudicate upon the liability of those 
wha executed these bonds, ard who by their 
votes directed it to be done, they will 
feel a relief from the mental $truggie which 
they endured when. they felt objiged to declare 
the c1unicipalitics were not bout” by the illegal 
acts of the voters and their offigers. No doubt 
in evury instance the aggregat;; wealth of the 
ficers whu exe- 


votert: Who directed and the 
cuted these bonds is ample to agfisfy them. The 
probability is that it will take teat a tew judg- 


ments against the voters and @jjicers who exe- 
cuted the void bonds to put a stop to thir bond- 
fightina,for as a general ruje’the active ones 
first to promote the issue of thesbonds are also 
the most certain to fight the payment. Let the 
inpocent holders get their ducy, and those who 
if law and justice ought be ob] ed to pay the 
bonds. Lex.

BONDS NOT TO BE RAID.
